4. Deputy CVSO/LTE: 

Ms. Tammy Walters explained her permanent staff is on leave and the limited 
term employee (LTE), Jason Dailey, is doing a great job.  The vacancy is 
requiring Ms. Walters to work extra hours. 

 
5. WI County Veterans Service Officer Association:

6. CVSO/Deputy CVSO Accreditation: 

Ms. Tammy Walters discussed accreditation and that it is essential for Veterans 
Services staff.

7. NE Region County Veterans Service Officer Association (NE CVSOA):
